"You  are  about  to  begin  an  adventure  of  the  People,  the  Plains  Indian  People. 
You  probably  have  known  of  these  People  only  by  their  whiteman  names,  as 
the  Cheyenne,  the  Crow,  and  the  Sioux.    Here  you  will  learn  to  know  of 
them  as  they  were  truly  known  among  the  People,  as  the  Painted  Arrow,  the 
Little  Black  Eagle,  and  the  Brother  People. 

"The  stor\  of  these  People  has  at  its  center  and  all  around  it  the  story  of 
the  Medicine  Wheel     The  Medicine  Wheel  is  the  very  Way  of  Life  of  the 
People.    It  is  an  Understanding  of  the  Universe.    It  is  the  Way  given  to  the 
Peace  Chiefs,  our  Teachers,  and  by  them  to  us.    The  Medicine  Wheel  is 
everything  of  the  People. 

"The  Medicine  Wheel  is  the  Living  Flame  of  the  Lodges,  and  the  Great 
Shield  of  Truth  written  in  the  Sign  of  the  Water.    It  is  the  Heart  and  Mind. 
It  is  the  Song  of  the  Earth.     It  is  the  Star-Fire  and  the  Painted  Drum  seen 
only  in  the  Eyes  of  Children.    It  is  the  Red  Pipe  of  the  Buffalo  Gift  smoked 
in  the  Sacred  Mountains,  and  it  is  the  Four  Arrows  of  the  People's  Lodge. 
It  is  our  Sun  Dance. 

The  Medicine  Wheel  Way  begins  with  the  Touching  of  our  Brothers  and 
Sisters.    Next  it  speaks  to  us  of  the  Touching  of  the  world  around  us,  the 
animals,  trees,  grasses  and  all  other  living  things.    Finally  it  Teaches  us  to 
Sing  the  Song  of  the  World,  and  in  this  Way  to  become  Whole  People. 
"Come  sit  with  me  and  let  us  smoke  the  Pipe  of  Peace  in  Understanding. 
Let  us  touch.    Let  us,  each  to  the  other,  be  a  Gift  as  is  the  Buffalo.    Let 
us  be  Meat  to  Nourish  each  other,  that  we  all  may  Grow.    Sit  here  with 
me,  each  of  you  as  you  are  in  your  own  Perceiving  of  yourself,  as  Mouse, 
Wolf,  Coyote,  Weasel,  Fox,  or  Prairie  Bird.    Let  me  See  through  your  Eyes 
Let  us  Teach  each  other  here  in  this  Great  Lodge  of  the  People,  this  Sun 
Dance,  of  eaijh  of  the  Ways  on  this  Great  Medicine  Wheel,  our  Earth." 
(from  Seven  Arrows  by  Hyemeyohsts  Storm.   ) 

Our  morning  reading  this  month  is  an  extraordinary  book  of  spiritual  teaching, 
cultural  and  social  history  called  by  its  author,  Hyemeyohsts  Storm  "an  ad- 
venture of  the  People,  the  Plains  Indian  People."    The  book  was  first  published 
by  Harper  and  Row  in  1973  and  is  now  in  its  third  printing  by  Ballantine 
Books.    The  readers  are  Gene  Dunning,  a  student  of  Native  American  Culture 
and  health  practices,  a  Touch  for  Health  practitioner  and  teacher;  and  Amanda 
Foulger,  KPFK  Chief  Bureaucrat  and  programmer.    The  reading  was  produced 
by  Amanda  Foulger  for  KPFK  with  permission  of  Harper  and  Row.    Seven 
Arrows  will  be  rebroadcast  as  the  'midnight'  reading  on  'Something's  Happening' 
in  September.

TWO  SERIES  FROM  KPFA 

On  Wednesday  evenings  at  1 1pm,  KPFK  presents  An  Oral  History  of  the 
Great  Depression.    There  will  be  three  programs  in  the  series  entitled 
Fire  Among  the  Ashes;  the  lives  and  tones  of  those  who  lived  through 
it;  The  Farmer  is  the  IVIan:  dealing  with  the  Dust  Bowl,  jalopy  caravans, 
and  the  hope  of  California;  and  Fight  for  Life;  the  story  of  FDR  and 
the  New  Deal  and  more  radical  proposals. 

The  series  presents  not  only  reports,  but  also  music  of  the  times;  an 
attempt  to  present  (or  represent)  the  feel  and  experience  of  the  depres- 
sion.   It  was  produced  by  The  People's  Media  Collective  of  San 
Francisco  for  KPFA,  Berkeley. 

Following  this  3-part  series  will  be  a  documentary  on  the  general  strike  in 
Oakland,  1946,  when  over  100,000  workers  took  to  the  streets  to  protest 
the  city  police  department's  breaking  of  a  department  store  strike.    The 
broadcast  will  be  at  11pm  on  Wednesday   August  24,  and  the  program  is 
produced  by  the  New  American  Movement  Radio  Project  and  the  Oakland 
Study  Group  for  KPFA,  Berkeley. 

And  on  Tuesdays,  at  11pm,  Padreigin  McGillicuddy  of  KPFA's  series  on 
Ireland  will  be  broadcast.    The  programs  will  deal  with  the  role  of  women 
in  early  Celtic  societies,  Irish  culture  in  tribal  times,  a  political  analysis  of 
the  British  domination  of  Ireland  — Ireland  as  a  laboratory  for  colonial 
techniques  used  later  throughout  the  empire,  music,  poetry,  a  quick 
scan  of  history  from  1169  to  the  present,   ending  with  a  program  on' 
the  roots  of  Irish  music  with  the  tin  whistle,  uillean  pipes,  highland  pipes, 
the  O'ffogerty  harp,  bodhran  and  other  Irish  instruments. 

The  five  Pacifica  stations  (in  Berkeley,  Houston,  New  York  and  Washington 
D.C.  as  well  as  Los  Angeles)  are  five  unique  entities,  each  representing  its 
community.    We  look  forward  to  more  program  sharing  with  our  siblings. 

THE  ADVENTURES  OF  SHERLOCK  HOLMES 

Having  finished  the  rebroadcast  of  The  Alexandria  Quartet  which  ran  from 
April  5  to  July  21  on  'Something's  Happening,'  Roy  of  Hollywood  will  be 
playing  two  old  radio  broadcasts  of  The  Adventures  of  Sherlock  Holmes  at 
12:15am  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mornings  (on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  midnight  shows  following  the  midnight  commentary). 

This  adds  up  to  twenty  shows  which  are  being  shared  by  Dave  Krebs,  a 
collector  who  has  compiled  "The  Old  Radio  Orgy  Library"  from  which  the 
mysteries  have  been  borrowed     The  adventures  include    Basil  Rathbone 
and  Nigel  Bruce,  Robert  Hardy  and  Nigel  Stock,  Tom  Conway  and  Nigel 
Bruce,  and  a  BBC  production  with  Carleton  Hobbs  and  Norman  Shelly 
as  the  illustrious  pair.

Set  in  present  day  Boston,  Between  the  Lines  is  about  a  group  of  friends 
who  work  together  at  the  Back  Bay  Mainline,  a  small  weekly  newspaper. 

The  Mainline  has  passed  from  its  beginning  as  a  radical  underground  weekly 
and  is  now  a  solidly  established  and  profitable  paper  with  a  growing  circula- 
tion.   It  is  about  to  be  swallowed  up  by  a  communications  conglomerate. 

For  the  moment,  however,  the  Mainline  remains  a  protective  womb,  awash 
with  pot,  rock  music  and  camaraderie.    Our  characters  venture  out  to  do 
their  work,  then  scurry  back  to  the  front  office  where  hanging  out  can  be 
an  all  day  occupation. 

Director  Joan  Micklin  Silver's  interest  In  the  story  of  Between  the  Lines 
began  long  before  the  spate  of  recent  newspaper  takeovers  {New  York  Post, 
New  York  Magazine,  Village  Voice,  etc.)  which  have  made  the  story  of  the 
film  quite  topical.    Ms.  Silver  met  screenwriter  Fred  Barron  in  1975  at  the 
Cannes  Film  Festival,  to  which  her  film  Hester  Street  had  been  invited, 
Barron  had  been  a  reporter  for  both  The  Real  Paper  and  7776  Boston 
Phoenix  and  was  developing  a  screenplay  around  his  experiences.    Ms. 
Silver  had  published  some  articles  in  the  Village  Voice  and  was  intrigued 
with  the  idea  of  a  small  alternative  newspaper  as  the  setting  for  a  film. 
When  Barron  came  back  six  months  later  with  a  first  draft  of  a  screen- 
play, Joan  and  her  producer  husband  Ray  Silver  decided  to  acquire  the 
property.

The  cast  of  Between  the  Lines,  assembled  in  New  York  and  California  with 
the  help  of  casting  director  Juliet  Taylor,  consists  almost  entirely  of  actors 
who  were  comfortable  with  improvisation  technique.    The  actors  did  not  im- 
provise on  camera  but  rehersed  with  the  director  on  various  approaches  to 
scenes,  drawing  from  their  own  experiences.    Based  on  their  improvisations, 
Ms.  Silver  scripted  a  number  of  new  scenes  for  the  film.

Following  meir  success  with  Hester  Street,  the  Silvers  took  their  new  pro- 
ject to  the  major  studios,  but  were  turned  down.    Some  decided  to  pass  on 
Between  the  Lines  because  they  felt  the  story  "wasn't  sufficiently  plotted." 
Others  hesitated  at  the  idea  of  an  ensemble  cast  of  relatively  unknown  young 
actors  with  no  role  for  a  major  star.    Luckily,  the  Silvers  had  made  enough 
money  from  the  distribution  of  Hester  Street  so  that  they  were  able  to 
finance  Between  the  Lines  through  their  own  production  company.

Biological  determinism  -  the  doctrine  that  assigns  a  genetic  basis  for  many 
characteristics  like  intelligence,  social  tendencies,  and  personal  differences- 
has  been  a  recurring  theme  in  social  history  for  nearly  two  centuries     During 
that  time,  it  has  done  incalculable  harm. 

Hitler's  theory  of  race  (and  his  genocidal  policies)  grew  out  of  a  version  of  this 
doctrine  that  was  developed  by  the  eugenics  movement  in  the  U.S.  early  in  this 
century.    The  Nazi  eugenics  code  was  based  on  sterilization  laws  enacted  in 
several  states  a  few  decades  earlier.    The  same  "science"  that  was  to  create 
millions  of  refugees  from  the  Nazis  also  prompted  Congress  to  pass  and  Calvin 
Coolidge  to  sign  the  1924  immigration  act,  preventing  many  of  those  refugees 
from  emigrating  to  the  U.S. 

The  framework  of  thought  developed  by  biological  determinism  continues  to 
injure  and  kill  to  the  present  day.    In  1914,  the  PrUagra  Commission  (domina- 
ted by  eugenicists)   supressed  the  discovery  that  pellagra  is  caused  by  mainu 
trition,  insisting  that  the  disease  is  a  hereditary  disorder,  with  the  result  that 
for  the  next  20  years  vast  numbers  of  people  continued  to  be  afflicted  and  die 
That  same  thought  provides  fertile  ground  for  the  current  myth  that  intelligence 
is  hereditary  and  for  the  continued  neglect  of  civilized  standards  of  public  health.
